Community Center 


Gets Good Backing

New Nations Abound 


We would like to Uke the time 
and space to applaud the efforts of 
a group of beal citizen* who are 
aiding in the planning of a n ach 
needed community 
center 
for 
Rush County 
The twelve mem ber committee, 
under the chairm anship of Dr 
Raymond 
Maddox, 
have 
un 
deruken a difficult Usk in seeking 
out funding for the project But, 
despite the problems they may run 
into, it it good to know that there 
are individuals concerned about 
the welfare of the community at 
Urge. 
Hie idea for the community 
center surfaced almost a year ago 
when funds 
becam e 
available 
from the Federal Wroks Project. 
Although 
ap 
application 
was 
submitted 
for 
funds 
for 
the 
community center project, fun 
ding was denied Now, a second 
round of funding has become 
available and reapplication for 
funds is underway 
The community center itself 
would be a splendid addition to the 
community and would give area 
residents access to facilities which 
many other towns and cities in 
central Indiana have Uken for 
granted 
Current plans call for the center 
to include an in door swimming 
C 
ol, 
theater, 
gam e 
room, 
sketball 
court, 
weight-lifting 
room 
and 
handball 
court. 
Although some may feel that such 
a project is overly ambitious for a 
community 
the 
size 
of 
Rush 
County, we think the time is ripe 
for it. 
Paul Barada, director of the 
Rush County Cham ber of Com­ 
merce, noted recently that small 
rural areas such as Rush County 
are at something of a disad 
vantage when dealing with the 
federal government concerning 


federal funds Unlike large urban 
areas, such a t Indianapolis or 
Fort Wayne, amati towns rarely 
have the expertise to fill out the 
long, 
complicated federal 
ap­ 
plication 
forms 
necessary 
to 
obtain federal money, 
lf federal monies 
from 
the 
Federal Works Project become 
unavailable, Barada added that 
funding may have to be sought 
from one of the many other federal 
program s which may 
be 
ap­ 
propriate 
Among the projects 
mentioned where funds could be 
obtained were the Farm ers Home 
Administration 
and 
Economic 
Development Administration 
For the time being, however, 
task force members are {gannu* 
a meeting with an investment 
counselor to investigate additional 
alternative ways of funding such a 
project. 
There has also been quite a bit of 
communication between 
local 
officials 
and 
Tenth 
District 
Congressman Phil Sharp on the 
m atter The communications with 
Sharp’s office has centered around 
getting equal funding for rural 
areas, like Rush County 
Indeed Sharp, quoting 
Rush 
County officials, told a House 
Public Works Subcommittee that, 
“we feel it is extremely im portant 
to note that there are numerous 
other federal program s that cities 
are eligible for which areas like 
ours are not.” We also feel that 
some kind of fair play is needed 
and that rural communities should 
not be forgotten when the federal 
government goes to passing out 
money.

Thus, on this occasion of the

timely to cite the warnings of 
University of M aryland Professor 
Elm er Plischke’s new publication 
“ Micro-states in World Affairs” 
(American Enterprise Institute, 
Washington, D C.). Although only 
00.03 per cent of tile world's land 
area (with only 00.05 per cent of its 
population) rem ains as a non­ 
independent residuum, there is a 
possibility 
of 
50-100 
new 
“statelets.” 
The list is fascinating. The 
Caribbean and South America 
boast two dozen potential ad­ 
ditions to the family of nations. 


Even 
Europe 
has 
Ila 
share, 
especially if you count potential 
breakaways like Scotland, Wales, 
Brittany, Corsica and Northern 
Ireland But the South Pacific and 
the Antarctic have the m ost* full 
50 barely inhabited islands, a r­ 
chipelagos and atolls that may yet 
take their place alongside such 
duly recognized nations as Sao 
Tome, the Maldives and Western 
Samoa 
With cynicism befitting a man 
who has watched m icrostates 
give

to

Professor Plischke does not see 
very many options: 
“The prim ary alternative to 
halting an escalating rush to in­ 
dependence and global status by 
many minute territories is to 
disestablish the concept of legal 
equality 
as

automatic avenue to international 
status and participation 
Equal 
status has so long been regarded 
as an integral quality of statehood, 
however, that efforts to establish
